According to Iho press dinpalchos 
from Washington, seventy thousand 1 
men are named to volunteer their 
service for the regular army. Every 
effort la being made to facilitate mat- 
ters in getting this number under arms 
at u early a data as possible. It U 
also stated it in the drain; of the War 
Department that the** incu should be 
single and between .the ages of eight ' 
eon and forty; should have do depend- 
nta, and who are no'l engaged id pro- 
sssions, business. or trade* vitally nfte- 
saary to the prosecution of the war. 
The recruits enlisting uuder this call 
will receive thirty dollar* • a hwnth in 
addition to elothing, food, 'medical at- 
tention and educational sjlvantngo*.

WHAT WILL THE GOVERNMENT DO?, 

We told the story last week .of the possibility of the Negroes- 
who were registered June the fifth, being actually drafted into ser- 
vice of the United States Army, without being given a chance to 
volunteer their services in defense of their country. 

-We have since that time tried to solace ourselves with the 
thought, and hope, that the war department at Washington would 
not further try to humiliate her black subjects my placing, such a 
stigma upon them at this time. If the Negro had been given the 
opportunity to volunteer his services, and by his indifference or lack 
of interest in the safety of the nation in a crisis, refused to heed 
the solicitations of the goverment. as did all the other races, then 
to conscript him and draft him would have been the right and just 
thing for the government to do. But he has not been given that 
chance, he wants the samechanoe, of* freedom in selecting any 
branch of the army, as other men. He does not think that the 
death of a sailor is too severe for him to die;, be does not think that 
the death of a marine or aviator is too severe for him to die. Ac- 
cording to Washington dispatchse, it is the intention of trfe war de- 
partment to' start drafting about July first, still there has been no 
. opportunity given the many thousand men and youth of the Negro 
race to volunteer to dotheir bit. 

Surely somebody has made a mistake. Such discriminations 
on the part of the national government are painful. They cut deep., 
theyteavea wound that is-not easily healed. 

We had no chance to escape the conscription. We were re- 
quired by law to register just as. all other men in the prescribed 
ages. Now we want the same chance to volunteer our services as 
other are begged to do.

But his 
piety, reverence, prayer or even his 
repentance was not sufficient to. give 
him salvation. Sincerity of purpose 
•nd Christianity are not synonymous: 
religion and Christianity - are not 
synonymous. None of these things 
whieh are- so much thought of as be- 
ing necessary for salvation ran ever 
take the place of simple faith In Jesus 
Christ. The- Bible does not say "who- 
soever ' repeote'th tiiid Is reverent and 
prays and has a desire to be saved, or 
Is sincere, shall find remission of sins." 
It does say most distinctly that "who- 
soever belleveth In him' shall receive' 
remission of alna.^ ^ 

■fth In Christ 8uffld*nt for Salvation, 
The thief upon [he. cross could not 
down and undo what he had done, 
make restitution of any kind, nor 
mid be come down from the cross 
and live a good life, but he could ex- 
ercise faith In Christ, and this was suf- 
ficient for his salvation, Nlcodemus 
had everything which wonld recom- 
mend him as worthy at salvation, but 
.his morality and rectitude of character 
left htm dead 111 trespasses and In sins 
until he exercised simple faith In 
Christ. When Paul speaks to the 
brutal Roman Jailer of PhlllppI be say* 
nothing of reformation of life, but tells 
him ' simply to "hell eve on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and thnn shalt be saved." 
When Philip finds Nathaniel engaging 
In prayer, he does not tell him to pray 
harder or longer, bat brings him to 
Christ The Holy Spirit declares in 
Romans 4:5. "but to him that worketh 
jot, but belleveth on hlm'that Jostl- 
fleth the ungodly, his faith Is. counted 
for righteousness." The • Gospel • of 
John has.been written "that we might 
believe that Jesns Is the 1 Christ, the 
Son of Hod. and that believing; we 
micftt have life in his nsme." While 
fslth In Christ Is absolutely neces- 
sary for .salvation. It la entirely suffi- 
cient. 

Faith In Christ Open to' AH. 
Our text does not pick out any par- 
ticular class which may have faith in 
Christ', but it uses- the widest word 
Jjosslble and says, "whosoever believ- 
iatb In him shall receive remission o£ 
■Ins." This wide-. word Is .used 
.throughout all of Scripture. Ianlnh 
sMys, "Ho. every one that thlrsteih." 
John 3 il« declares. "Thut Rod so loved 
the world that he gave his only he- 
fotteti piin. that whosoever belleveth 
In him should not perish, but hsve e.ver- 
lastlng lire." Unmans 1:18 declares 
that the Gospel of Christ "Is the power 
•f Qod"unlo snlvstkwi to everyone that 
fealievBth." . And the Rlhle closes with 
.the broad invlintiim fur whosoever will 
to come. . No one Is shut .nit. Faith In 
flirlst is the simplest thing In the 
world. It Is absolutely necessary, but 
Wholly- sufficient for salvation.

There are a variety of methods to 
be followed In reviewing the work, of 
the past bIe -months ond to give 
rlety. Teachers of dosses, or super- 
intendents 1 of schools, may select one 
or combine several, as their Judgment 
dictates. 01 course, the cnslcst way 
la to, procure a good speaker who la 
familiar with' the Gospel of John and 
the lessons of the past quarter, and 
let him bring out In the review Its 
most outstanding and salient .features. 

Que method would be to hnwe one- 
minute talks either by members of the 
class or persons selected Irom 
school. Each of twelve scholars could 
be assigned one minute, each to ha 
one of the lessons of the past quar> 
ter. 

Another good way wonld be to. take 
the outstanding nnd significant veVses 
from the lessons of the quarter, not 
the golden text, hut verses which i 
to emphasise the outstanding features 
of the six months' work. "Behold the 
Lamb of God," (Ch. 1:36): "Ye must 
he born again." (3_:T) ; "Come see a 
man which foldjne 'all things that ever 
I did; is not this the Christ?" (4 :2P) : 
"Verily, verily I sny unto you. he that 
'henreth my word and belleveth on him 
that sent me. hntb everlastinc life nnd 
shall not. come into condemnation but 
Is passed from death unto life." (!>: 
24). "I must work. the works of him 
fnnt sent me while It is day : tbe night 
cometh when no man can work." 
■ Another method of runlew would be, 
particularly In the adult classes 
have each lesson wiih its present-day 
emphasis. For instance, the post quar- 
ter: Lesson 1— The Christian, in his 
dealing with blindness. Lesson 2 — 
Modern wonders of healing and medi- 
cal missions- Lesson 3— The shep- 
herding of church members.

A good method of review would be 
to have someone take up each of the 
golden texts, announcing it In advance 
that pupils may be prepared for this 
method, The teacher would write the 

texts of the quarter, each on a "sepa- 
rate, piece of cardboard, nnd lay them 
face down an a table: pupils would 
then draw the golden texts, one at a 
UnrfTand tell what the lesson is to 
which this texir belongs,, giving as full 
an account of the lesson as possible. 
the teacher Helping out with questions 
where necessary. 

It will be of great value to the pu- 
pils' If they can get In this review* 
clear outline of the main events of 
Christ's last weeks upon earth, cov- 
ered particularly by the past quarter.
